
Lyme man joins team 
for record attempt row 


LYME Regis rower Nigel Le 
Gassick will be among a team of 
four to take on a non-stop row 
around the British Isles this 
September. 

Nigel, a member of Lyme Regis Gig 
Club, has joined the Island Voyagers 
team, which hopes to break the world 
record for fastest, non-stop, unassisted 
row around the British Isles in aid of 
The Honeypot Children’s Charity. 

He will be the latest Lyme Regis Gig 
Club member to take on a record-at¬ 
tempt ocean row, with Brian Fletcher, 
Chris Walters, Tony Short and Elliot 
Dale having previously crossed the At¬ 
lantic in 2011, and Elliott and Chris 
making a second crossing in 2014. 

The current record for an unassisted, 
non-stop team row around the British 
Isles stands at 26 days and nine hours, 
and the Island Voyagers team are set¬ 
ting off on the 2,100-mile route from 
the Calshot Activity Centre, near 
Southampton, at 12noon on July 8th 
with the hope of beating it. 

The challenge was the idea of skipper 
Jeremy Webb, 46, from Southampton, 
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who was also part of a six-man team to 
row the North Atlantic in 39 days in 
2014, setting a record for the most dis¬ 
tance covered in 24 hours. 

After completing the crossing, he was 
keen to find his next challenge and said 
that a row around the British Isles was 
a “unique way” to see the British coast¬ 
line. 

He teamed up with fellow Ilfracombe 
Gig Club member, 20-year-old Rhys 
Deane, from Lynton, and they recruited 
Nigel, 32, who had already been con¬ 
sidering a solo row around the British 
Isles. The final member of the four- 
man crew is Duncan Tebb, 35, who 
currently lives in Sydney, Australia. 

The team will be rowing in their boat 
‘Island Voyagers’, which they launched 
into the water for the first time since its 
refit on Saturday, when they rowed out 
of Lyme harbour for a practise session. 

The boat is no stranger to long dis¬ 
tance rows. It was first built by Justin 
Adkin, of Axminster- 
based Sea Sabre, in 2005, 
when it was known as

‘All Relative’. Once built, Justin rowed 
‘All Relative’ with a crew of four 
across the Mid Atlantic route. 

In 2007, it was renamed ‘Go Com¬ 
mando’ by RM Orlando Rodgers who 
also rowed it across the Atlantic, and in 
2011 it was again renamed ‘Seagals’ 
and rowed around Great Britain partic¬ 
ipating in GB Row 2011. 


The boat then took part in the 2011 
Mid Atlantic race but was abandoned 
by the crew halfway across. The boat 
was discovered off the Dominican Re¬ 
public by fisherman who claimed sal¬ 
vage rights. It was later bought by 
Simon Chalk and shipped back to the 
UK, and the Island Voyagers team pur-

BUSINESS partners Sophie Annett and Heather 
Godfrey recently launched The Cabin at Fernhill 
Hotel, between Lyme Regis and Charmouth, 
offering holistic treatments to both guests and 
the wider community. 

The pair joined forces after moving to Lyme 
Regis within a month of each other and 
discovering they shared interests. Both fully 
trained therapists and qualified teachers in their 
own right, they recognised the benefit of 
creating a mutualistic business relationship that 
enables them to support each other, the hotel, 
potential clients and other therapists too. 

Sophie grew up near Crewkerne and lived in 
Bristol and France before moving to Lyme with 
her husband and baby son. Heather's family also 
originate from the local area but, with her father 
serving in the RAF, she moved around the 
country a lot as a child. She moved to Lyme last 
year with her family now grown up and is 
grandmother to 12. 


• HOW did you first become interested in holistic 
therapy? 

Sophie: I can remember as a little girl always wanting 
to give my mum massages and finding knots in her 
back so I suppose since then! It has been something I 
have always had a huge interest in. I visited a cranio¬ 
sacral therapist a few times starting when I was around 
10 or 11 and she had a huge impact on me. I couldn't 
believe how it could appear she was hardly even mov¬ 
ing her hands on me but it had such a deeply relaxing 
and powerful effect. I still use some of the movements 
she taught me in my treatments today. 

Heather: I became interested in complementary 
medicine in the early 70s and was introduced to the 
concepts and philosophies of many complementary 
and alternative practices; acupuncture, homeopathy, 
osteopathy, herbalism, Ayurveda and Aromatherapy. 
Aromatherapy attracted me the most. The odorous, 
sensual, qualities of essential oils stirred something 
with in me and I became increasingly fascinated by 
their psycho-emotional qualities and the influence 
these qualities have on mood, emotion, memory, and 
also their physiological qualities, especially immuno¬ 
logical. 

• TELL us a little about your career history... 

Sophie: My first job was temping as a therapist in a 
boutique spa hotel in Surrey. Although it was a mas- 
sage-factory-like environment, it was my first job doing 
something I was beyond passionate about and I abso¬ 
lutely loved it. The hotel offered me a permanent posi¬ 
tion and with that came lots of in-house training and 
experience before I left to move to Brighton. Here I dis¬ 
covered Uniquely Organic Eco Spa - a beautiful, holistic 
sanctuary that perfectly fitted with my ethos and what 
I wanted to be able to offer my clients. The four years I 
spent there enabled me to grow both spiritually and in 
terms of what I could offer as a therapist. I trained with 



the IAIM around this time too, to become an infant 
massage instructor and ran busy classes from the same 
space. I left when we moved away to France and took 
time off to be with my baby. It wasn't until we settled 
in our new home in Lyme Regis that I was ready to 
throw my heart and soul back into doing what I love. I 
have since completed my training to become a hypno¬ 
birthing instructor and am building up a following with 
my massage again. 

Heather: I worked for Robert Tisserand when he first 
began to develop his business in the 70s. My fascina¬ 
tion kindled, I later completed a BSc Joint Honours De¬ 
gree in counselling and complementary medicine, then 
Masters certificates in supervision of counselling, and 
mindfulness, and a PGCE. I ran a private practice for a 
number of years and also taught within my local com¬ 
munity for local FE colleges, and lectured at the Univer¬ 
sity of Salford. My books, which explore the historical 
context and therapeutic application of essential oils, 
are pending publication - very exciting! 
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• WHY did you choose Fernhill Hotel to offer your 
treatments from? 

Sophie: I started working as a freelance therapist for 
Fernhill Hotel when we first moved here and I always 
loved the 'cabin' space there. I have worked from so 
many different locations and some just feel special and 
as if they were made to accompany your practice. I felt 
it had a huge potential to be a great healing place and 
somewhere you could escape into and completely 
relax. 

Heather: I relocated to Lyme Regis last year. 
Serendipitously, Sophie moved here a month later, just 
two doors along the lane from me! We discovered we 
shared similar interests and passions; both experienced 
therapists in our own right, both starting a new page, 
a new chapter, in a new and exciting location. 

• HOW would you described The Cabin? 

The Cabin is a purpose-built venue nestled in the 
grounds of Fernhill Hotel. The location and ambiance 
perfectly compliments the nature of our work, and of¬ 
fers a valuable'retreat', a moment's peace, away from 
the hustle and bustle. The Cabin was originally created 
to enable hotel guests access to the experience of re¬ 
ceiving relaxing complementary therapy treatments. 
Teaming up with Jo, the hotel proprietor, Sophie and I 
realised the win-win potential of extending this service 
to the wider community too. 

• WHAT treatments do you offer?

I suppose the biggest enjoyments that 
stand out for me are, firstly, that the result is so often 
so visible. People walk in with all sorts of stresses, 
strains, aches and pains and when they leave, their 
whole posture and energy is completely different. It is 
such a privilege to be able to give that to someone and 
know that you've made a difference, however small. I 
love that it allows me to work on a very deep level with 
people and I feel extremely privileged that I can occupy 
that space with someone. It nourishes the need for 
human connection that I think can so easily be lacking 
in modern life. 

Heather: I enjoy creating space for my clients to com¬ 
pletely relax and find a moment's peace. I love working 
with essential oils; the colours of their odours create 
ambiance and influence mood and emotion, they re¬ 
juvenate and refresh. They are also powerful healing 
agents. I love extending to clients realisation of the un¬ 
selfish benefit of taking a moment to care for and nur¬ 
ture their essential being. 
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Advice offered to mitigate seagull 
problems as action plan continues 


A SEAGULL advice leaflet will 
be dropping through the letter¬ 
boxes of homes and businesses 
in the DT7 area in the coming 
weeks. 

Lyme Regis Town Council has is¬ 
sued advice and information for 
property owners and occupiers as 
part of its Seagull Action Plan. 

The leaflet includes information on 
the law relating to wild birds, and 
ways to deter seagulls from nesting 
on property. 

The advice has been issued ahead 
of the nesting season in May, when 
seagulls can usually be found mak¬ 
ing nests on flat rooftops, chimneys 
and gullies in sloping roofs. 

The leaflet will be delivered to 
properties not just in Lyme Regis, 
but also to those in surrounding areas 
where seagulls may venture. 

This is the second phase of the 
council’s Seagull Action Plan, which 
came into force last year, aiming to 
mitigate the nuisance caused by the 
birds through educating the public 
and promoting awareness. 

The first phase of the plan included 
placing signage on the seafront to 
discourage people from feeding 
seagulls. 

Councillor Richard Doney, who 
has led the council’s seagull cam¬ 
paign, said: “What property owners 
and occupiers are allowed to do to re¬ 
duce problems caused by seagulls 
nesting on their property is very lim¬ 
ited by law.” 

“In the leaflet we have set out our 
understanding of what actions can 


and cannot be taken in relation to 
nesting seagulls.” 

“If you want to take action, now is 
the time to do it, because once gulls 
have chicks, there is nothing that can 
be done.” 

“We hope property owners will 
find the advice useful to help control 
the seagull population in our town.” 

The mitigation of the seagull prob¬ 
lem is one of the council’s ongoing 
objectives, with £6,000 already com¬ 
mitted to the project and a further 
£4,000 earmarked. 

Gulls can cause many problems for 
property owners at their nesting site 
and surrounding area, which they 
will defend, particularly when chicks 
are present. 

They can create a great deal of 
noise, particularly in the early morn¬ 
ing, cause mess with their droppings, 
and nesting materials can block gas 
flues and gutters. 

West Dorset District Council is 
considering introducing new rules 
which would make it a civil offence 
to feed seagulls. 

The district council recently held a 
consultation on a proposed Public 
Space Protection Order (PSPO) re¬ 
lated to anti-social behaviour, which 
would include the feeding of gulls. 

Councillor Doney said: “We are 
optimistic West Dorset District 
Council will introduce a PSPO, 
which will prohibit the feeding of 
gulls in areas near the seafront. 
Hopefully this will further discour¬ 
age people from feeding seagulls and 
remove one of their food sources.” 

“With the main holiday season ap-

preaching, we will be looking at how 
we can warn people of the potential 
risks from seagull thieves.”

Man found guilty of assault 
and banned from Lyme shops 


A BEAMINSTER man has been banned from certain 
shops in Lyme Regis after being found guilty of assault 
at the town’s Tesco Expresss store in February. 

Daniel Oliver Williams, aged 41, of Hogsill Street in 
Beaminster, was given a county-wide Criminal Be¬ 
haviour Order after being found guilty at Weymouth 
Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday, March 8th of a num¬ 
ber of offences, including assault and using threatening, 
abusive or insulting words or behaviour toward another 
person. 

The charges related to an incident at Tesco Express in 
Broad Street, Lyme Regis, on Tuesday, February 21st. 

Williams (pictured) was sentenced to four weeks in 
prison, suspended for 12 months, and was ordered to pay 
compensation of £100. 

He was also issued with a restraining order and made 
subject to a rehabilitation activity requirement. 

On Wednesday, March 22nd, a further hearing took 
place at Weymouth Magistrates’ Court to consider the 
Criminal Behaviour Order. The order will run for five 
years until March 21st 2022 and states that he must not 
act or incite others to behave in an anti-social manner, 
that is to say a manner that causes harassment, alarm or 
distress to any persons within the commission area of 
Dorset; or use or incite others to use threatening be¬ 
haviour or intimidating, insulting or abusive words or 
behaviour in any place to which the public has access in 
the commission area of Dorset. 

He must also not be drunk or intoxicated in a public 
place, enter any licences premises to which he has al¬ 
ready been barred under the Bridport and Area Pub- 
watch Scheme, or be in possession of any open container 
of alcohol or consume alcohol in any place other than 
licensed premises. 

Williams has been banned from entering any retail 
premises on Marine Parade, and Tesco Express and the 
Co-operative in Broad Street, Lyme Regis, as well as the 
Co-operative in Beaminster, Bridport Tourist Informa¬ 
tion Centre, and Mountain Warehouse and Spar in Brid¬ 
port. He must also engage with EDP Drug and Alcohol 
Services at least once a week until discharged. 

Police Constable Scott McGregor, of Bridport Police, 
said: “Williams’ unacceptable behaviour has caused 



misery to residents of Beaminster, Bridport and Lyme 
Regis for a number of years. 

“I am grateful to the communities for their support in 
preparing this application, which helped demonstrate the 
extent of Williams’ behaviour and the distress it has 
caused. 

“I am pleased the court agreed with this application 
and could see that there was a need to protect the public 
from his behaviour. 

“With the prohibitions and the positive requirement to 
attend and engage with EDP, I hope that this allows 
Williams to take the necessary supported steps to help 
himself.” 

Councillor Alan Thacker, West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil’s executive portfolio holder for community safety 
and access, said: “Our community safety team’s partner¬ 
ship with the police is crucial in order to make our area 
a safer place for both residents and visitors. 

“We hope Mr Williams works with EDP Drug and Al¬ 
cohol Services to get the help and support he needs to 
help him get his life back on track.”

chased the boat as a shell in 2015. 

It has now gone full circle and has just been given 
a refit by its original builder Justin. 

The crew will row in pairs on two-hour shifts, with 
two small cabins for one pair to rest in during breaks. 
It has been fitted with a solar-powered water filter, 
which turns salt water into fresh water, and the crew 
will be refuelling on freeze-dried food and chocolate 
bars. 

The crew are now planning an official launch in 
Lyme Regis later this year, and a practise row to the 
Isles of Stilly over the May Bank Holiday, where they 
will take part in the Gig Rowing World Champi¬ 
onships before rowing ‘Island Voyagers’ back to 
Cornwall. 

When they set off on their main challenge, a map 
tracking their progress will be available on their web¬ 
site and rowers from gig clubs around the country are 
invited to join them on the water to cheer them on. 


Having already spent about £40,000 to get to this 
stage, the team are now looking for local businesses 
to sponsor the boat, with details of a number of spon¬ 
sorship opportunities on the website below. There is 
also the chance to join the team’s 100 Club by donat¬ 
ing £100, or donations of any size can be made on 
their JustGiving page.

AN iconic house in Lyme Regis has gone up for 
sale with offers in the region of £1.5million. 

Georgian seaside villa, The Little Place, was 
built in Silver Street in 1824 and belies its name 
as it's set in its own large garden with a private 
woodland right in the town centre. 

The Little Place has a long artistic pedigree 
having been lived in by Sir Laurence Whistler, 
the Queen's official glass engraver, from the late 
1940s until the 1979, and there are several en¬ 
graved windows in the house. 

Current owners, local artist Hugh Dunford 
Wood and his wife Candida, opened the house 
biannually as The National Gallery of Lyme 
Regis', showing work from artists from around 
Britain. 

They decorated the rooms in their own hand¬ 
made wallpapers, and for the last few years 
opened the house to visitors as an 'arty' bed and 
breakfast. 

The house boasts five large bedrooms with 
vaulted ceilings, four bathrooms and a self-con¬ 
tained 'granny annexe'with small conservatory.

Town council assets 
exceed £7.6 million 


Dredging works in Lyme 
harbour rescheduled 

DREDGING works for West Bay and Lyme Regis 
harbours have been rescheduled due to un¬ 
foreseen circumstances. 

Works at West Bay started again on Monday 
after a digger became submerged in the har¬ 
bour during works earlier this month. This will 
continue until April 4th and some night shift 
work may be required. 

Lyme Regis works will then be carried out 
over two stages taking place before and after 
Easter. 

Stage one will begin on April 6th and will last 
for five days, with stage two works beginning 
on April 25th lasting for three to four days. No 
dump trucks will be in use on the beach until 
the second stage of these works. 

Stage one of Lyme Regis works will be carried 
out using a large hydraulic pump, with pipes 
running from the excavator through to an area 
near the harbour's north wall. 

Stage two works will be carried out with dig¬ 
gers dredging the harbour and area near the 
harbour's north wall. Dump trucks will be in op¬ 
eration replenishing the beach requiring sec¬ 
tions to be closed off to the public. 

Banksmen will be on site for both sets of work 
to ensure public safety. 

Councillor John Russell, West Dorset District 
Council's executive portfolio holder for environ¬ 
mental protection and assets, said: "We apolo¬ 
gise for any inconvenience caused during the 
previous dredge. 

"These works are essential for maintaining the 
day-to-day running of both harbours and en¬ 
sures our beaches are fully replenished for res¬ 
idents and visitors to enjoy in the warmer 
months." 


LYME Regis residents are being urged to respond to 
a public consultation on a review of the joint Local 
Plan for West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland. 

The review includes two proposed development 
sites for 140 new houses in Lyme Regis - at Timber 
Vale Caravan Park and land east of Talbot Road and 
Colway Lane, running from the new Woodberry 
Copse development down to the river. 

Some residents have strongly objected to the pro¬ 
posals, with letters urging people to respond to the re¬ 
view posted around the town. 

Talbot Road residents Wayne Bradbury and his wife, 
former town councillor Ann Bradbury, said they 
strongly objected to the proposals on the grounds that 
the “wet and sloping fields of great beauty” were on 
the edge of the building boundary of Lyme Regis; de¬ 
velopment could lead to further building and loss of 
green spaces between Lyme and Uplyme; and would 
cause great noise and disruption to residents. They 
added: “The local plan should be for the main benefit 
of local people and communities and their growth and 
protection . The existing Woodberry Copse develop¬ 
ment has had very limited appeal to local Lyme peo¬ 
ple as it is far too expensive and is quite unattractive. 
Like a prison block and a sea of brick on approach 
from Pine Ridge. 

“Many older and ill people at the top of Talbot road 
have suffered greatly on the present build. 

“This has been for the profit of a large builder and 
is importing investment and people in from afar with 
holiday homes and limited use homes. 

“There are a large number of local young families 
with children that are on six month private lets that 
are not being helped by this plan. The town council 
and local Development Trust are left to try and rebuild 
our community with small developments, but very 
valuable.” 

Mr and Mrs Bradbury said they also objected to de¬ 
velopment at the existing Timber Vale Caravan Park, 

saying this would again bring new people into the 
town on a large scale while ignoring the local fami-

lies, which they said “is not fair and puts pressure on 
limited resources”. 

“We came in from Wiltshire two decades ago but 
have always supported the rights of local people and 
the communitym,” they commented. 

“What would Lyme be today if, from Anning Road 
upward, the council had supported profit before com¬ 
munity? Lyme is getting toward the 25 per cent point 
for holiday homes.” 

They said that the weight of development in these 
areas would also put too much presure of the east side 
of town, would add to traffic on small roads and 
would cause water run off and destroy areas of natural 
beauty and animal habitats. 

Lyme Regis Town Council is also expected to con¬ 
sider a response to the review at a full council meeting 
tonight (Wednesday). 

In a letter drafted by council officers following an 
extraordinary planning meeting held recently to dis¬ 
cuss the matter, it says that the council did not accept 
the benefit to Lyme Regis of allocating larger sites for 
the provision of predomiantly open market housing. 

The letter states: “Such properties will not be afford¬ 
able for local people and are likely ro exacerbate the 
increasing number of second and holiday homes. 
Given the severe lack of land for suitable develop¬ 
ment, it is felt more appropriate to release this valu¬ 
able and rapidly diminishing resource for 
smaller-scale development over a longer period, 
rather than permit larger-scale developments which 
will exhaust the land resource, put unacceptable strain 
on the town’s constrained and existing infrastructure 
and leave no land available to meet future needs.

LYME Regis Town Council’s assets add up to more 
than £7.6million, councillors have been informed. 

At a recent meeting of the Strategy & Finance Com¬ 
mittee, members were asked to review and approve 
the council’s assets register, which they are required 
to do by law. 

Finance manager Keith Wilson presented the regis¬ 
ter of assets which added up to £7,614,290. 

Buildings owned by the town council are valued at 
£4,174,455, the most valuable asset being the Marine 
Parade shelters which are worth just under £2million. 

The three businesses located in the retaining struc¬ 
ture on the Marine Parade - By The Bay restaurant, 
the Amusement Arcade and the Antique Centre - have 
a combined value of £962,314. 

Other valuable properties include: Guildhall and 
shop (£312,439), cemetery store (£156,220) and the 
bowling club and pavilion (£146,039). 

The most valuable piece of land the town owns is 
the Monmouth Beach car park worth £575,250, fol¬ 
lowed by the Monmouth beach caravan site 
(£448,500), Ware Cliff caravan and chalet site 
(£360,000) and the Woodmead car park (£356,685). 
The Cabanya car park on Monmouth Beach is valued 
at £185,000. 

Vehicles and equipment owned by the town council 
are valued at £788,065, £84,522 more than last year 
due to the purchase of three vehicles for the gardening 
staff. 

The new skatepark is valued at £153,807 and the 
Anning Road play park, where new equipment has 
been provided, at £109,853. Infrastructure assets total 
£95,210, the most valuable assets being the town’s 90 
public seats (£29,754). 

Under the heading of community assets, the Straw¬ 
berry Field is valued at £56,100, the community of¬ 
fice in St Michael’s Business Centre at £16,000 and 
the Millenium Clock on Cobb Gate at £14,140) 

A number of long established sites such as the 
Woodmead Halls are valued at just £1.

T OWN councillors will 
tonight choose their 
mayor and as predicted 
in this column a few weeks 
ago, there is only one nomina¬ 
tion - that of Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, who served a 
two-year term as First Citizen 
in 2009-2011 

There is just one nomination also 
for Deputy Mayor - new councillor 
Stephen Miller. 

This puts paid to the ambitions of 
the council’s most colourful charac¬ 
ter, Jeff Scowen, who bet me £100 he 
would become mayor in his first 
year on the council. By all accounts 
he missed the deadline for his nomi¬ 
nation. 

To fulfill that ambition, he might 


have to wait another four years if 
Michaela serves for two years, as is 
usual, and Councillor Miller goes on 
to become First Citizen. 

I look forward to receiving Jeffs 
cheque which we will donate to Can¬ 
cer Research UK.

There will be at least one other new 
face on the town council in the next 
few weeks with an election almost 
certain to be held to replace Council¬ 
lor Anita Williams (see page 8), who 
has stood down due to work commit¬ 
ments. 


Owen restores pride in council reputation 


LYME'S annual civic night, 
hosted by retiring mayor and 
mayoress Owen and Christine 
Lovell, was its usual pleasant occa¬ 
sion on Friday. 

It was the fourth occasion that 
Owen and Christine had organised 
civic night, having previously served 
a two-year term as First Citizens.

Word on the street has it that Lyme- 
born TV engineer Graham Turner is 
planning to offer his services, and 
there are rumours that at least two 
others, both young men, are also con¬ 
sidering standing. That’s encourag¬ 
ing to hear. 

Lyme will also be going to the polls 
on May 4th when the election of 
county councillors will take place. 

Lyme’s sitting member Daryl 
Turner, who also serves on the town 
and district councils, will be seeking 
re-election to what will probably be 
the last DCC as Dorset is moving to¬ 
wards a unitary authority. 

Daryl has served two terms as a 
Conservative member for Marsh- 
wood Vale (of which Lyme forms 
part), and is now established as one 
of the authority’s leading councillors. 
He serves as chairman of the influen¬ 
tial Economic Growth Overview and 
Scrutiny Committee and vice-chair¬ 


man of the Children’s and Adults Ser¬ 
vices Appeal Committee. He is also 
chairman of West Dorset’s Overview 
and Scrutiny Committee. 

Despite his high profile at county 
hall and on the district council, Daryl 
will not be taking his re-election as a 
shoe-in and will, no doubt, be his 
usual active self on the hustings in 
the coming weeks. 

Nominations have to be in by Tues¬ 
day, April 4th, a month before the 
election takes place. No news as yet 
of other candidates. 

If the unitary authority goes ahead, 
it is expected that elections will be 
held again in 2018. Staging such an 
election in Dorset costs £800,000 and 
efforts by the county council to avoid 
this expenditure have been rejected 
by Whitehall. 


Good business at the shelters 


IT WAS interesting to note (see 
page 12) that the town council's as¬ 
sets total in excess of £7.6million. 

This was revealed in at a recent 
meeting when finance manager 
Keith Wilson asked councillors to 
review and approve the council's 
asset register, which they are re¬ 
quired to do by law. 

Not surprisingly because of its lo¬ 


cation, Lyme's most valuable prop¬ 
erty is the Marine Parade shelters at 
just under £2million. 

The council spent more than a 
million pounds of refurbishing and 
improving the shelters and bor¬ 
rowed £500,000 from the district 
council to do so, but looking at its 
value that would seem to be good 
business as the loan reduces.

RNLI officials visit Lyme for coastal review 


TOP officials of the Royal National Lifeboat Institute 
(RNLI) met volunteers who run Lyme Regis lifeboat 
station as part of the charity's Coastal Review last 
Monday. 

A delegation led by Vice Admiral SirTim Laurence 
spent two hours discussing the running of the 
lifeboat station and hearing the views of manage¬ 
ment, crew members and fundraisers, as well as 
their hopes for the future. 

SirTim, who is chairman of the RNLI's Operations 
Committee, explained that he and his colleagues 
visit four sections of the organisation each year dur¬ 
ing the Coastal Review. 

He said a key focus was the gap between Exmouth 
and Weymouth, and that the charity's target of com¬ 
munity lifesaving had two strands - to make sure all 
volunteers were closely linked with the lifeboat and 
crew, and education and prevention to make the 
coast even safer. 

SirTim said the RNLI saved 350 lives a year, but be¬ 
tween 150 and 180 died around the coast each year. 

After discussing ideas for improvements to the 
Lyme Regis station and its equipment, Sir Tim 
praised the fundraisers - the local RNLI Guild and 
the lifeboat shop team - as 'star performers.' 

Nick Marks, volunteer lifeboat operations manager 
in Lyme Regis, said:"The Coastal Review was a great 
opportunity for us to explain how we work as a part 
of the community and with the coastguards and 
lifeguards and to make our recommendations for 
improvements to our operation. 

"The delegation now take our comments back to 
headquarters in Poole for thorough consideration."

LYME Regis lifeboat station is undergoing a 
makeover to make it a more interesting attraction 
for visitors. 

Facts and figures, photos of the crew and historic 
detail are all part of the project led by the RNLI's 
visitor experience manager Amanda Woods, with 
input from lifeboat operations manager Nick 
Marks and volunteer press officer Richard Horobin.

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—I Recycling banks at risk of removal 


PEOPLE AREN'T PUTTING THEIR ITEMS IN THE CORRECT BIN 



MORE ‘bring banks’ for recycling 
cartons could be at risk of removal 
across Dorset due to people 
putting items in the wrong bank. 

Last year, the Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership (DWP) removed bring 
banks across Dorset for materials 
that can now be recycled at the 
kerbside, such as glass, paper, 
cans and plastics. 

However, some residents are 
still taking these items to locations 


where the banks used to be and 
leaving them on the floor, which 
is considered littering or fly-tip- 
ping. 

Some are placing items in the 
wrong banks, causing materials to 
be spoiled, especially glass as bot¬ 
tles or jars thrown in with non¬ 
glass items which can ruin entire 
banks of recyclable material. 

As a result, bring banks for car¬ 
ton recycling are now at risk of re¬ 


moval as they are becoming too 
costly to provide. 

Cartons typically used for food 
and drink packaging, such as 
juices, soup, milk and sauces, are 
made from fibre, plastic and alu¬ 
minium foil, so are recycled sepa¬ 
rately to cardboard and paper. 

While they shouldn’t be mixed 
with other recycling at the kerb- 
side, these waste cartons can be 
flattened and taken to a carton 
bank. 

Cllr Barbara Manuel, a member 
of the DWP’s joint committee, 
said: “We know most of these res¬ 
idents are trying to do the right 
thing by taking their glass, paper, 
cardboard, cans and plastics to the 
car parks where the remaining 
bring banks are, but this is now in¬ 
correct and completely unneces¬ 
sary. 

“The kerbside Recycle for 
Dorset service is available to ev¬ 
eryone to conveniently recycle 
these items and we will take extra 
recycling at the kerbside if placed 
in a sturdy container. 

“There are also dozens of recy¬ 
cling locations around the county 
- including our own household re¬ 
cycling centres - that accept these 
items. We just ask that you don’t 
put incorrect items in the wrong 
banks, or leave them on the floor.” 

Cllr Ray Bryan, also a member 


of the DWP’s joint committee, 
said: “It would be such a shame to 
lose the carton recycling service in 
Dorset just because a few well- 
meaning individuals are unaware 
they are using the bring banks in¬ 


MEMBERS of Christchurch Bor¬ 
ough Council have voted to sup¬ 
port a proposed referendum on 
local government reorganisation 
in Dorset.

land, Bournemouth, Poole, North 
Dorset and Dorset County - 
agreed and sent a formal pro¬ 
posal to Sajid Javid, the Secretary

of State for Communities and 
Local Government, asking him to 
replace Dorset's nine councils 
with two new unitary councils. 

Given the mixed results that 
came from Christchurch resi¬ 
dents, with the household survey 
showing support for reorganisa¬ 
tion but the open survey against, 
councillors felt it was important to 
take the opportunity to ask the 
opinion of residents once more. 

Members were advised by chief 
finance officer Ian Milner that the 
estimated cost of holding the ref¬ 
erendum using polling methods, 
£75,000, was not good use of 
public money given the consulta¬ 
tion carried out across Dorset last 
autumn. 

The postal vote option sup¬ 
ported is estimated to cost ap¬ 
proximately £50,000. 

Cllr David Flagg, acting leader of 
Christchurch Borough Council, 
said: "Our priority is to ensure 
our residents' views are repre¬ 
sented. 

"With the decision on the Future

Dorset submission expected from 
the Secretary of State imminently, 
it is important that we continue to 
seek the best possible outcome 
for residents of Christchurch. 

"Members were mindful of the 
advice of the chief finance officer 
and have therefore chosen to un¬ 
dertake the referendum using a 
postal vote to ensure the best 
value for money. 

"Holding a referendum will 
allow us to find out if residents are 
for or against being part of a uni¬ 
tary authority with Bournemouth 
and Poole, and once we have this 
information, we can decide the 
best way forward." 

The deadline for the referen¬ 
dum postal vote is yet to be con¬ 
firmed, but residents will be given 
approximately two weeks to re¬ 
turn their ballot paper once they 
are sent out. 

The question that residents will 
be asked at the referendum and 
all supporting documents will be 
agreed by councillors at their full 
council meeting on April 18th.

Playdome Opens Sunny Days Nursery & 
Welcomes The New Free 30 Hours Childcare 


PLAYDOME will be doing an 
Easter egg hunt over Easter 
on Good Friday, Saturday 
and Easter Monday, all free 
of charge! We are however 
closed on Easter Sunday! 

Playdome is also part of Sunny days Nurs¬ 
ery. 

Working parents of three to four-year-olds 
in England will soon be eligible for 30 hours 
of free childcare - rather than the current 15 
hours. The childcare is only available at Of- 
sted registered nurseries, pre schools and 
childminders. The new scheme will be 
available from September 2017 and your 
child must have turned 3 before the start of 
the academic term. 

The 30 hours of free childcare can be used 
term times for 38 weeks or parents can 
spread the free childcare out over 51 weeks 
but they would only get 21.5 hours per 
week. 

The Government has been rolling out a 
pilot scheme in 8 English areas: Wigan, 
Staffordshire, Swindon, Portsmouth, 
Northumberland, York, Newham and Hert¬ 
fordshire. The scheme is scheduled to go 
nationwide later this year. 

There has been 75% take up by eligible 
parents within the trial areas. Choice of 
hours and days maybe limited so it will be 
wise to start looking for suitable providers 
now. It is possible to split your childcare be¬ 



tween two providers to access 
the 30 hours. 

Not everyone is eligible 
but everyone will still receive 
the 15 hours free childcare 
that is currently available for 3 
and 4 year olds. For more information 
please visit www.childcare-support.tax.ser- 
vice.gov.uk. 

The Eligibility rules for the 30 hours free 
childcare are: 

• Your child will be aged 3 or 4 when the 
scheme starts in your area. 

• YBoth parents must be working - or the 
sole parent is working in a lone parent 
family. 

• Each parent earns, on average, a weekly 
minimum equivalent to 16 hours at 
National Minimum Wage or National 
Living Wage. 

• Each parent must have an annual 
income of less than £100,000. 

• You live in England.

Prep: 10 minutes 
Cook: 15 minutes 

You will need: 

• 12 cupcake cases 

• 2x piping bags and a 2D nozel (not 
essential, you could spread the icing on 
with a flat knife, but a piping bag gives it 
a more professional finish) 

• electric whisk 

For the cupcakes: 

• 150g unsalted butter, softened 

• 125g self-raising flour 

• 25g cocoa powder 

• 150g caster sugar 

• 3 eggs 

• 12 mini Creme Eggs (freeze before 
adding to the batter) 

For the topping: 

• 150g unsalted butter (never use mar¬ 
garine as you won't get the same con¬ 
sistency), softened 

• 350g icing sugar 

• yellow food colouring (optional) 

• 6 Creme Eggs (chilled - it's good to 
have a few extra in case they crack 
when slicing), halved 

Cupcake method: 

1. Preheat oven to Gas mark 4/180'C 
/170'Cfan. 


2. In a large bowl, whisk all the ingredi¬ 
ents (except the mini Creme Eggs, 
which should be in the freezer chilling 
nicely before you are ready to bake) until 
creamy. 

3. Spoon the mixture into the individual 
cupcake cases and pop a frozen mini 
Creme Egg into each case. 

4. Bake for 10-15 minutes. 

5. To check they are cooked just press 
gently and they should spring back. 
Leave the cakes to cool. 

For the frosting: 

1. Put the icing sugar and butter in a 
bowl, using an electric whisk, beat to¬ 
gether until well mixed - if necessary 
add a drizzle of hot water to soften the 
mixture. 

2. Now divide the icing between two 
bowls and in one bowl add a tiny drop of 
yellow food colouring. 

3. Mix well and keep adding more until 
you have the desired colour. 

4. Now fill the piping bags with alternate 
dollops of yellow and white icing - this 
gives the two tone effect. 

5. Get piping! 

6. Once finished, top each cupcake with 
half a Creme Egg, and serve!

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Internationally acclaimed film returns to Bridport 


WHEN The Salt of the Earth was shown to 
a packed house of Bridport Film Society 
members last year it was the best re¬ 
ceived film of the season. Now, on April 
6th, Bridport Camera Club, in association 
with Bridport Arts Centre, is bringing the 
international award winning film backto 
Bridport. This time tickets are available 
to all and the opportunity to see this vi¬ 
sually stunning and thought provoking 
documentary is not to be missed. 

Directed by Wim Wenders (one of 
whose best known works was Buena 
Vista Social Club), the film follows the 
life and career of Brazilian photographer 
Sebastiao Salgado. Since he began his 
career as a professional photographer in 
1973, Salgado has travelled the world 
telling the stories of the planet's most 


vulnerable people, torn by conflict, 
famine and displacement, in haunting 
black and white images. In 1984, he 
photographed the famine in Ethiopia; in 
1991, the bitter conclusion of the first 
Gulf war in Iraq; and in 1994, the geno¬ 
cide in Rwanda. 

Eventually, having reached a point 
where he could no longer endure the 
human suffering he has witnessed, Sal¬ 
gado turns away from photography and 
returns to his family's farm, where he 
sets about reversing the effects of years 
of neglect and erosion caused by over 
cultivation. His regeneration methods 
came to be adopted throughout South 
America and eventually, the world. In 
the film, the growth of a seedling on the 
farm is a metaphor for Salgado's rejec¬ 


tion of despair and rediscovery of hope 
and faith in mankind, as he embarks on 
his latest photographic project, Genesis, 
a record of the discovery of unspoiled 
territories and astonishing flora, fauna 
and landscapes and a tribute to the 
beauty of the planet. 

The story is told in the words of co-di- 
rector Juliano Ribeiro Salgado, the pho¬ 
tographer's son, and of Salgado himself 
and is accompanied by a hypnotic 
soundtrack by Laurent Petitgand. 
Painful to watch at times, the film charts 
the depths of the human race, but over¬ 
whelmingly its message is of hope and 
regeneration - "a powerful, thought 
provoking film whose stunning images 
will stay with you for a long time."

No time for rest 
for this one- 
woman show! 


I LIKE to think I’m a walk¬ 
ing, talking one-woman 
show. Yes, I have great 
support from friends, fam¬ 
ily and colleagues, but 
mostly I work alone, I par¬ 
ent alone and I even spend 
a huge amount of my free 
time on my own. It’s not al¬ 
ways been like that, but at 
the ripe old age of 40, I 
have come to terms with 
the fact that the only per¬ 
son I can really rely on is 
myself. 

This week I’ve had a 
tough job juggling all of my 
solo engagements and it’s 
been extremely busy, with 
a deadline on the popular 
Lyme Regis Experience 
magazine - which I sell into 
and contribute to editori¬ 


ally - both of my teenagers 
have needed support and 
I’ve had to fit in some extra 
theatre engagements. 

It’s really lovely to be in 
demand and I’ve worked 
hard to gain a favourable 
reputation as a theatre 
critic, but sometimes, I 
need to learn to say no, as 
the pressure I put myself 
under to succeed can im¬ 
pede my ability to fulfill 
my other roles compe¬ 
tently and I end up with an 
overpowering feeling of 
guilt. 

One PR agency represen¬ 
tative last week described 
me as being “om¬ 
nipresent” when it came to 
theatrical publications in 
London and with articles 


this week appearing in the 
London Weekly News and 
the South London Press, on 
the theatrical websites, 
West End Wilma and 
Broadway World, my 
weekly spot on BBC Radio 
Kent and this for the View 
From Newspapers, I do 
seem to be covering quite a 
lot of bases. 

Ironically three of the 
five shows I’ve seen this 
week have had strong 
women at the centre (not 
that I think I’m a particu¬ 
larly strong woman!) and 
after a visit to see An 
American in Paris (ab¬ 
solutely beautiful) I was 
treated to a sensational 
solo cabaret show by for¬

Tucker, before I headed to 
Richmond Theatre to see 
Jodie Prenger as Shirley 
Valentine. The 30th an¬ 
niversary revival of Willy 
Russell’s one-woman play 
was glorious and Prenger 
gave some real glamour to 
the famous housewife. 

It was during the interval 
in Richmond that I learned 
of the atrocities, which 
were occurring in West¬ 
minster. I switched on my 
phone and was greeted 
with panicked messages 
from family and friends 
desperately trying to find 
out if I was safe. 

I’ll admit, I struggled to 
concentrate on the second 
act and I almost decided to 
cancel my central London 
theatre trip that evening, 
but there is a steely deter¬ 
mination amongst London¬ 
ers that the terrorists will 
not win and as I now see 
myself as an honorary city 
girl, I felt it would have 
been cowardly of me not to 
continue with my day in 
support and defiance. 

I’m not professing to 
being brave, the brave 
ones were the medical 
staff, police and general 
public who ran to assist 


those injured in the attack, 
but I did feel that I mustn’t 
let the perpetrators of this 
type of incident influence 
the trajectory of my day. 

The tube journey back 
into central London was 
just the same as usual and 
although Westminster sta¬ 
tion was closed and it did 
feel a bit eerie as the rush 
hour train passed the 
empty platforms, London¬ 
ers went about their busi¬ 
ness with their normal 
level of purpose and poise. 

After pausing to take 
stock, I continued with my 
working day and went to 
see The Miser starring 
Griff Ryhs Jones, Lee 
Mack and Mathew Horne, 
which was extremely dis¬ 
appointing, but I was 
pleased to see the show go 
ahead and the theatre was 
full. 

I then returned to the 
South West to put the Lyme 
Regis Experience to bed, be¬ 
fore heading down to Ex¬ 
eter to review Kay Mellor’s 
A Passionate Woman, 
which starred Liza God¬ 
dard and was a little bit 
strange. 

There’s no let up next 
week, when I have a dead¬

A RECENT report published by Right- 
move showed that asking prices in Eng¬ 
land and Wales increased to 
above-average figures during February 
and March of this year.

5 TIPS FOR BETTER ELECTRICS

1. It can be hard to tell how 
old your home's electrics are 
and how safe they are. Fuse 
boxes are sometimes replaced 
without the wiring being 
changed, for example, and 
even ones that look relatively 
modern won't necessarily 
comply with current regula¬ 
tions. If you're planning build¬ 
ing work, get a qualified 
electrician to check the 
electrics - they should be 
checked by an electrician 
every 10 years anyway, and often when buying a property, as 
rewiring it will cost thousands of pounds. 

2. A full rewire, which is expensive and disruptive, may not be 
necessary - the electrics may just need updating, such as 
adding or moving sockets, or changing the light fittings. 
Smaller jobs like this are less expensive and disruptive than a 
full rewire, but may reveal problems with the wiring you didn't 
know about. It's a good idea to live in a new home before hav¬ 
ing it rewired or partially rewired so you can work out where 
you need new sockets and switches. 

3. Dated bathrooms often lack 
practical and safe electrics, 
such as an extractor fan. Ex¬ 
tractors help to prevent 
mould and mildew by remov¬ 
ing the moisture from the 
room. They also extract smells, 
which is handy for any room 
with a loo in it, and usually 
come on with the ceiling light, 
although they can be turned 
off separately. If you're some¬ 
one who keeps the extractor 
turned off because the noise 


is annoying, you've defeated the purpose of having one, so 
consider investing in a 'silent' extractor, which may not be ex¬ 
actly that, but close to. 



4. These days, the light switch for the bathroom is often lo¬ 
cated outside the door, which isn't ideal if you want to put the 
light on when you're naked and already in the bathroom. For 
this reason, a pull cord in the bathroom, although more tradi¬ 
tional, may be a more practical option for your household. 
Bathroom wall lights, or an illuminated mirror, can be a useful 
alternative to a ceiling light, either for soft, mood lighting or 
bright, task lighting. 

5. While some electrical work in some rooms can be done 
safely and legally by DIYers, getting a qualified electrician to 
do it is recommended - check their credentials and references. 
The easiest option is often to use an electrician who belongs 
to a government-approved 'competent person scheme', such 
as NICEIC (www.niceic.com), as they can self-certify that their 
work complies with building regulations. 

HOW-TO TIP 

If you're laying a stone floor, such as slate tiles, it's often advis¬ 
able to seal them with tile stain stop/sealer first so that any tile 
adhesive and grout you get on them is easier to remove, espe¬ 
cially if the tiles are textured. Check with the manufacturer or 
retailer, though, as this may not be advisable for your particu¬ 
lar tiles.
